It Is somewhat difficult to write a re- 


ply to an attack upon one's statements 
in vrhich one is given the "lie direct.'' 
The anonymous writer of an article in 
Thf Herald hardly does his subject 
justice iu not &tatmg which part of the 
thousand odd miles of "south'1 he hails 
from. It -Is easy to *ay "I have not 
seen," but more difficult to refute •'! 
have seen." 
I have no object to gain in exagger- 


ating the evil of child labor in-the 
south, and Indeed those who have Kid 
far wider experieuco than I declare 
1 have not -spoken or written half 
strongly enough. 1 have myself been 
children of slat to seven years in the 
mills of Alabama and, besides countl'is: 
them In twenty-four mills have direct 
statements from several <>f the man- 
agers whkh make their proportion to 
workers more than twelve years of 
«ge between 0 and 1 per cent 
i hnve 


the actual count in Augusta, <'-:\ . made 
llfteen month1* ago, -which gives them 
as 556 In eight mills, and the hours tun 
by day and night, w^iich show "the lit- 
tle pray shadow" tolling from d.nvn lo 
dusk. 


I never said the bouth <ould not ••om- 


petc with the north -without, fluid la- 
bor, because I believe It*an. but I sUd 
that this was the plea urged bv the mill 
interest opposing child labor legislation 
I can produce any iiunrtn-r of witn^sM-H 
to prove that this was mf,f'd befoie the 
legislatures of Georgia, Alabama and j 
South Carolina last fall. Indeed, it was 
carefully explained to me by almost 
every employer of child labor that < hil- 
dren under twelve were "im u-e,' 
% but 


that legislation to prevent tJw>ir employ- 
ment would check Investment from the 
north. 


I can alfeo produce the icpeoJ of the 


old Alabama child labor law in 1S!>1, 
which -was made on the promise- ot the 
Chicopee mills. Massachusetts, to c»iab 
llsb a factory at Alabama nty In the 
event of Btich repeal. Mr. H. A. Miti-h- 
ell, tlielr manager, was our chief oppo- 
nent in Alabama last year, and in bin 
address to the legislature < ited that re- 
peal as "fairness to capital, from vvbjch 
he trusted they would not go back.'' 


Operatives sign pledges to work so 


many of their families in the mills be- 
fore they are allowed one of the compa- 
ny's bouses, which are the only ones 
within their means. This nccesvltuicH 
child labor In, five out of ten cases. A 
very slight acquaintance with econom- 
ics teaches that If adults refuse to 
•work without their chlldieu it lb be- 
caubt: their own -wages 0.10 ton Miuill to 
live upon, while the law allows chlldn u 
to be worked. 


I did not bay children "were urout«>d 


at G o'clock In the morning. They are 
at work by that time or are leaving th< 
night shift. M!K» .lane Addnnw of <'hi- 
cago wrote me that she had seen tiuj 
children working at night in the Sontli 
Carolina mills. 


I would also refer to the article of 


Commissioner Lang In his report on la- 
bor and printing for North Carolina, In 
which the existence of child labor plays 
II prominent part. 


"Th'' Illiterate nojrro." writes one cor- 


respondent t<> him ".-ends his child to 
school. The illneinte w h i t e n MI »(>n'l« 
his Into the mill." 


In every mill I vi.sited I \\.i- told iii.it 


10 cents u ride was paid, and I found 
many children managing but one ride 
a day. These might be termed "learn 
era," hut they worked Irom t! to G. with 
from thirty to forty-five minutes break, 
every day notwithstanding. 


Out of twenty-tour mills I visited Iu 


Alabama eleven were run entirely by 
northern capital. I know of many more 
both In that and other -states, so that 
my experience differed from that of my 
critic in hndiug it -rare" for a share 
of stock to be owned outside the dis- 
trict where the mill i.s situated. 


As many of the managers arc New 


England or Pennsylvania men, it is a 
little difficult to understand their hav- 
ing been "friends Irom boyhood dajV 
vlth the "poor whites" who < omc Intu 
the milt Irom countless Isolated places 
and are notoriously restless, drilthiu 
from one of these, ideally pictured mills 
to another. 


I concur with Sir. Klncnld In bellf v- 


Ing that the. operatlvt-8 in most of the 
mills are better off na regards money 
than ever before, but this does not justi 
fy child labor, which means the de- 
struction of the industry In the future, 
although large dividends for the pres- 
ent 


kefp It uncivilized In fails particjrfai* 
matter that they may exploit It tor 
their own ends. 
. • > . • • 


The animus shown on this subject 


proves It. 1 do not desire to Justify my- 
self, but I am the voice of the children 
who cannot speak for themselves, and I 
repeat that I ha-ve made no statement 
which I could 7Jot vindicate In a court 
of law and given no picture of a wrong 
which Is crushing the most hopeless be- 
ings who In this land of freedom appeal 
most strongly to the chivalry of her 
citizens, which is not a long way within 
ihe trail. 


1 have seen and known of things In j 


connection with this child labor of the 
south with which I c'ould paint New 
York red; but as with the horrors, of 
war, one bus to look on the broad ques- 
tion and not on particular cases which 
work on one's emotions. But this 1 will 
say, "I would rather wee a batlleliuld 
strewn with the dead bodies of thou- 
sands of little children than 1 would see 
thein condemned to the moral and phys- 
ical degradation, the hopeless igno- 
:ance, the weary slavery of their lives, 
as I know them as balij workers in the- 
southern mills."—Irene .M. A^-hby .Mnc- 
fuvden iu New York Herald.

Questions of difference between buyer

wages, aiitl he who would settle the 
wage problem without taking humani- 
tarian:, in into account will not scixc 
ills fellow men acceptably. The old law 
of supply and demand, sti icily inter- 
preted, does uot avail to adjust all dis- 
putes that arise iu the economical 
world. The competent arbitrator must 
acknowledge this. The employer who 
admits no other rule of action is un- 
wise. 


There has been an iullnite amount of 


trouble in conferences for conciliation 
nud arbitration caused by Insistence 
upon rules cjfecoudttct evolved ill the 
lodgevoom and forming the written or 
unwritten l::v of unionism.
